The Ghost Light. 


It is a somewhat eerie experience if you 
are driving 4 motor: car and suddenly 
perceive in the roadway a couple of small 
white lights that move like code signals 
up and down and apparently on their own 
initiative. You might, indeed, at first 
suspect some curious beast with a devas- 
tating squint, and it is not improbable 
that your first experience of the pheno- 
menon would cause you to pull up rather 
hastily.

Snakes in Ireland. 


About one hundred years ago an Irish- 
man named Cleland saw some harmless 
English snakes offered for sale at Covent 
Garden market in London. Being anxious 
to ascertain whether it was true that St. 
Patrick had rendered the soil of Ireland 
for ever destructive to the serpent tribe, 
he bought half-a-dozen of the reptiles, 
brought them home, and turned them 
loose in the garden of his residence at 
Rathgael, in Co. Down.

Three more snakes were killed 
afterwards. but there is no record of what 
happened to the remaining two.

I believe that the practice of chess- 
playing is less popular in Dublin than it 
used to be.

Nowa- 
days Í do not come upon any such resort 
of the chess-players. Poé, in a famous 
essay, decried chess, alleging that, while 
its strength lay in complicated moves, 
draughts permitted the untrammeller' 
pitting of the players’ brains against one 
another. It is a fact that the complica- 
tions of chess often entangle the mind 
and attention of men to a deeper extent 
even than bridge, end sometimes with 
fatal effects to career and business. In 
the coffee shops of the City of London not 
a few down-at-heels men are pointed out 
who were once able to sign their cheques 
for four figures, but, falling to the lure of 
chess, neglected everything till too late, 
and are now happy enough to turn an 
occasional half-crown by giving tutorial 
games to habitués of the place. The late 
Mr. Bonar Law was a very keen chess- 
player, and is ‘known to have confessed 
that he only escaped its toils by a rigid 
self-control. 


A Decimal Coinage. 


We are constantly reminded in these 
days of the manifold advantages of a 
decimal coinage; but the agitation for 
decimal division of the coimage is not, 
writes a correspondent, very modern. I 
find that in October, 1852, an ingenious 
gentleman—a Mr. Jackson—communicated 
to the Press a project for a decimal coin- 
age based on the pound, which was to re- 
volutionise the current arithmetic. He 
proposed that the pound should be 
divided into 1,000 parts, and that a new 
copper coin should be issued, of the value 
of one-thousandth part. so that 25 of 
them would equal sixpence.

A NEW AGRICULTURAL 
SOCIETY. 


— 


A new society, whose prime object is “to 
develop and improve the industry of agricul- 
ture in Ireland,” has been formed, and 
yesterday its rules and constitution were 
presented to Mr. de Valera, the President 
of the Free State Executive Council, at 
Government Buildings, Dublin. Ag 

The society will known as “ Muintir 
na Tire.” meaning “the People of the 
Land,” and already it has secured offices at 
3 St. Stephen's Green, Dublin. Further, it 
intends to take power to open branch offices 
throughout Ireland and elsewhere. . 

It shall be. incumbent on the society and 
‘ts individual members, the rules say, to 
inculcate a love of God and of country, and 
to strive to secure peace and prosperity for 
all through the observance of the principles 
held sacred by everyone bearing the name of 
Christian. a 

The organisation aims principally at the 
development of rural industries, and it is 
particularly interested in the decentralisation 
of general industry. It claims that it will 
provide a link for farmers and labourers. It 
will, it is further stated, be run on the lines 
of the, Borenbond, the Flemish Catholic 
Agricultural Organisation. 

he Rev. Father Hayes, of Templemore, 
who was one of the deputation, told Presi- 
dent de Valera that even Mussolini showed 
an interest in the association, the objects of 
which were explained to him by Father 
Hayes, who met him in Italy some time ago. 
Mussolini, according to Father Hayes, stated 
that the whole life of the Irish nation de- 

ded on the rural people and on rur& 
industries. Mussolini then announced to 
Father Hayes that he took an interest in 
activities in Ireland. 

President de Valera accepted a copy of the 
rules and constitution, and said that he 
would peruse them.

Venus in 9 days and 7 hours. The orbit. 
unfortunately, was an impossible one, not 
agreeing with the mass <f Venus, which is 
a very well-known quantity, indeed; but 
the satellite of Venus disappeared with 
the improvement of telescopes. It was 
beyond doubt only a ‘‘ chost,”’ such as is 
very apt to haunt imperfect telescopes. 


A FRAUD REVEALED. 


It has been said that the satellite of 
Venus has never ventured into the field 
of view of an achromatic lens. This is, 
however, not strictly true; for the writer 
of these notes once possessed a small 
refractor which had the undesirable 
property of being able to manufacture a 
very convincing satellite to Venus. The 
turning of the telescope about its axis 
revealed the fraud; for the ‘‘satellite’’ 
then rotated about Venus. The fact is 
that certain sets of curves used in achro- 
matic glasses produce a secondary image 
by internal reflection from the surfaces of 
the lenses. It then only needs a very 
trifling defect in centring to throw the 
secondary image a littie to one side of 
the primary, when it may easily be mis- 
taken for a real object. As for the old- 
fashioned Gregorian reflectors, anythine 
might be believed of them. There is a 
famous old Gregorian telescope by Short 
at Armagh Observatory which is quite 
capable of turning a small star into a 
crescent, which, if near Venus, might 
easily be mistaken for a satellite. 
_Towards the end of the present month 
Venus will remain above the horizon till 
Significantly, this pro- 
longed stay of Venus above the horizon 
only happens in Leap Year. Indeed, it 
is not in every Leap Year, but in every 
second such year, that it occurs. 

Mars is a morning star, but rises only 
a few minutes before the Sun, and will 
not be visible this month. Jupiter is, 
next to Venus, the most brilliant planet 
of the evening. He is due South at 8 p.m. 
at the beginning of the month, and a little 
after 6 p.m. at the end. Interesting 
satellite phenomena during the month 
will be: On the Ist, shadow of I, 9.36 
p.m. ; órd, shadow of II, 10.8 p.m.; §th,

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” IRISH NATIONAL 
TEACHERS. 


DECISION OF DECEMBER, 
1931, REPUDIATED. 


After the private session of the Irish 
National Teachers’ Organisation at the 
Mansion House, Dublin, yesterday, the follow- 
ing statement was issued :'— . 

“ A resolution in the following terms was 

roposed by the Cork Branch and seconded 
- a representative of the Galway Branch :— 
‘That this Congress hereby repudiates the 
decision of the special conference of Decem- 
ber 19th, 1931.’ 

“To this an amendment was moved on 
behalf of the outgoing Executive to delete 
all words after ‘ that,” and substitute there- 
for: ‘Having regard to the circumstances 
which existed at the time the decision of the 
special conference held in December was 
made, and the conditions ander which the 
proposals of the Government were to become 
operative, Congress hereby approves of that 
decision; but an that the decision will 
be binding on the I.N.T.O. only if, and so 
long as, the circumstances in which it was 
made and the conditions which governed its 
acceptance are present.’ 

“The amendment was defeated by an over- 
whelming majority, and the original resolu- 
tion was carried. 

“The decision referred to in the resolution 
was the acceptance of the proposals made by 
the late Government for a cut of 6 per cent. 
in the salary of teachers, to settle the pension 
question and meet the teachers’ share of the 
contribution to the national amergency.
